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Page 126, note 3, 11 5 to 12 —[Professor Hultzsch has critically edited the three Udiyavara 

inscriptions quoted here (Eos 108, 98 and 97 of the Government Epigraphies 
collection for 1901) on pp 18, 22 and 23 of Epigraphia Indica, Yol IX , re- 
spectively In the light of his remarks some alterations in this note appear 
necessary In numbers 97 and 98 the alternative forms Ponvulcha and 
Udayapura also occm The word nakara, which I took to mean ‘ trading 
classes in both these inscriptions, is taken by Professor floltzsch as being 
placed in apposition to Eonibulchada and TJdayaptirada, and as meaning * city 1 
In No 108 the attribute Patti-odeyoti, which I took as applying to Sveta- 
vahana, probably refers to a Saiva pnest. It was not Svetavahana that fell in 
battle, bnt a servant of the Aluva prince Banasagara, named Kamakdda — 
H K S]
